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s Ardon me, Gentlemen of the High 
Church, that in my laft J attempted 

: to Advile you; you that the fate of 

former Rebellions, the Prattice of all Go- 
vernments, or the Unhappy Exist of your 
Brethren of the Affafination, will not Con- 
vince ; if my Labour is {pent in Vain, and 
you will not retleé&t in Time, you muft Excufe 
“me to tell you, the Advice is neverthele(s 
feafonable.

Bi upon your Words What tho’ 
I have been once illufed for faying yaur Ear- 
neit in my Jeft, for {peaking Direétly what 
‘you meant Obliquely; the sborse® Way isa 
Fool to the Memorial, as much asthe Au- 
thor was made a Fool to the Party. 

What if che Meaning of one was Abftrufe, 

_and the other Piain, the Meaning of Au- 


thors ought no more te be always under- 
ftood, than Authors that have no Meaniig, 
ought to be regarded.
